Norwich, Qulte a large crowd of spectators
ussembled st the depot to mee him, aod the
police office wius aleo crowded. Shephard ap-
twnr(:d perfectly ocool and upeoncerned, nnd

rwore the serutiny of the curious crowd without
¢ hAarrassmont.

He was arralgned bafore the polies eourt durs
Ing the afternoon, M, J, McUafTerty, Kaq,, ap-
pesring ns his counsel. Bhephard plended not
‘;ullty and walved an exnminatlon, nnd was
ully enmomitted to awalt (he mnotion of ihe
Grand Jury on the third Monday In December.
He was Luken to jall last svening,

Bhephard apyears ‘Pﬂm' and seems perfactly
wilHug to dconverse in regard Lo the muarder,
aud does not manifest any particular simnotion,
lieways It ls nll the work of hils wife's mother
and family, who polsoned his wite's mind
agninst him and separated them, He sald be
killed ner because he loved her mors thaa hig
owun Llife; that her friends would not let her live
with bim, and rather than see ler lo the pos-
session ol ansther he kilied her, His intention
was, Af he hnd found ber alone, to kill her and
Iny down beside her, with her arms arouaund
nim, and shoot himself; but, said he, it would
have done no good; her frlends wonld not let
mé sleep In the sawe grave with her if 1 hd;
Lhey spite me too muoh for that, so It makes no
difference,” He expresses regret that be did
did nol kill himsell lnstead of golng away alter
the murder. ke says he has nover spoken a
nard word to his wife, and has always sup-

orted her when he had means, and thayr she
efl bim against her own will,

He said, “1 bhave done what I wanted to Lo
her, and now I suppose the law will do what it
WANLK 10 with me.”” He Is very severe In his
conversation in regard to the mother of his
wife, saying that when he is déad he will come

¢k mnd baunt her; that she shall have no
peace on earth. When told thiat if he 1s hung 1L
cannot be for a year after he Is convicled, he
sald, regretfully, "Then she will have a year of
peace, but when I am dead I will hannt bher."

He says that on Friday night, after the muar-
aer, he walked to Oxford Pialn and slept in a
sawmill just below the plaln, near where the
road goes nnder the ratlroad. Hoate a little on
Baturday morning, at Mr. Watson's, in Web-
sier, and alept thatand the next night In barns,
He algo ate a litle on Bunday moralng, bat,
with theee two t.-xcar-llunl, he had no food from
Friday morning till on Monday, after he was
arrested. He had no deflnlte end in view In
travelllng, but wen!l first one road and Lhen
auother, just as it happened.

He does not appenr like a desperate man, and
those who have known him for years say he 1s
not “smart.)! He can be easily ilmposed upon,
and Is usnally good-naiured, but hins a subtle
spirit at boltom, and is Inclined to revenge. He
was In the 16th Regiment, and on his retarn
from the WAr was married to A woman named
Bonzey, from Milbury, but left her almost 1m-
mediately, and subséquently obtalned a
divoree, Ho has been Lwice married to his
vietim, and, taking all his matrimonial adven-
tures, has had but & sorry time of it,. He is evi-
dently eareless of his future, and has no especial
desire to llve: but hig course after the murder,
and his conversation and manner, give an lm-
presslon that he has nol firmness enongh to
take his own life,

fuveral vessols in 1he barbor were elther totally
desiroyed or very badly damaged.”

The wmir of the funt snysi—The burri-
cane hns lﬂnmolnlaﬂ & muliitnde of viciims,
destroyed houses, deselated planiations, swepi
away flelds ol eratp, and deprived thousands of
poor ln one night of thelr moans of liveilhood,

Al Bt, Thomas the damage wid very great in-
deed, ln the laland of Tortola the destraotion
has been traly Inmentable. From what we oan
learn there 1s nob a single house standiog on
the Island; the plantations are literally swept
elean; hondreds of llves have besn lost; inshor,
it Is impessible to judge of the destruction at
this moment

On the Island of Viegues the effocts-of the
slorm are almost equaily notlcenble, Most of
the vessels lylng near the igand were de-
stroyed, Toadd 1o the terror with which the
slorm filled the hearis of the inhabltanis, &
fearful eonflagration broke out while the hur-
ricane was at its helght, and cccasioned now
disasters.

While the expreses train was walting for the
freight train to take the slding, another freight
trein, that had been following it, ran Into the
rearof the express, before a man could get out
to fleg them. Four ladles and one man were
burned to deawh, and nearlyall the traln burned
1o ashes, The rear cars were the Toledo train
that the express takes at Dayton, the last car
being the sleeping car from Toledo. The names
or residences of the victims have not been
ascertained,
